Id) To consider the special needs of small and marginal 
farmers in respect of Jute and Mesta production 
and suggest suitable measures for meeting the same; 

(e) To facilitate coordination between research and 
development programmes relating to Jute and Mesta 
and advise about the needs for improvement in the 
quality and productivity of Jute and Mesta; and 

(.0 To advise Government on such other connected 
matters as may be considered necessary from time 
to time, 

. The Council will have the powers to set-up Standing 
Committees, Technical Committees and Ad-hoc Committees 
to look into specific issues and to co-opt members such as 
representatives of Agricultural Universities and other special 
interests as and when necessary, for specific purposes. 

4. The Council will meet periodically in areas in which 
Jute is grown and at importance centres of trade and indus¬ 
try connected with Jute and will make recommendations to 
the Government of India. 

5. The Council will continue to function until it is abo¬ 
lished by a Resolution of the Government.
